Ali family demand ‘justice’

THE family of disabled man Faruk 
Ali who claim he was assaulted by 
police officers have called for 
‘justice’ following a heated public 
meeting this week. 

The demands were made on 
Wednesday when Mr Ali’s family 
met with councillors and 
Bedfordshire Police regarding an 
incident on February 20 in which 
they say Mr Ali, 33, was ‘dragged’, 
‘pulled’, and ‘punched’ by officers 
outside his home in Whitby Road.

An investigation has been launched 


by the Beds, Cambs and Herts Police 
Professional Standards Department 
and it will be supervised by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission. The officers involved 
have been placed on restricted duties. 

The incident comes just months 
after the death in police custody of 
Leon Briggs, which is being investi¬ 
gated by the IPCC. 

At Wednesday’s meeting, Councillor 
Tom Shaw accused the force of ‘fail¬ 
ing’ the town. He said residents 
should form a group which would 
help raise funds for those wishing to 
take action against the police. 

Attiq Malik, the lawyer for the Ali 
family, said: “What the family want 
is justice, so we’ve got a five-step 


model for that. Initially, we want a 
suspension of these officers to show 
the community and restore faith 
that the police are actually taking 
this seriously and doing something. 

“The next step would be dismissal of 
these officers from their duties as pun¬ 
ishment, just like in any other work 
place where if someone did something 
wrong you’d get dismissed.” 

Mr Malik also said the family 
would consider pursuing a criminal 
prosecution against the force. 

Assistant Chief Constable Nigel 
Trippett, who was at the meeting, 
said the force recognised the ‘seri¬ 
ousness of this incident’ and had 
offered an apology to the family. 

He said: “We would ask that mem¬ 


bers of the public do not pre-judge the 
outcome of the investigation. Police 
officers and police staff in Luton do a 
difficult and sometimes dangerous 
job and in the course of their duties 
they deal with many thousands of 
incidents a year, the vast majority of 
which are dealt with successfully and 
without any complaints. 

“Over the past year, police officers 
and police staff have worked tire¬ 
lessly to keep the people of Luton safe 
and to prevent and detect crime.” 

He added: “The police in Luton need 
the support of the public to do their 
job and we would welcome the oppor¬ 
tunity to meet with Cllr Shaw to dis¬ 
cuss with him how we can work 
together to make Luton a safer place.”

Teenager was killed by 
stab wound to the heart

A PATHOLOGIST has told a mur¬ 
der trial jury this week how 
teenager Micah Urquhart died 
from a stab wound to his heart. 

Dr Olaf Biedrzcki told Luton 
Crown Court on Thursday that 
after 19-year-old Micah had 
received the fatal stab wound in 
Hastings Street in the town, it 
still would have been possible for 
him to walk a short distance, but 
only for tens of seconds before 
collapsing. 

The consultant forensic pathol¬ 
ogist was giving evidence on day 
two of the trial in which teenag¬ 
ers Paul Lynam, 18, and Waqar 
Younis, 19, both plead not guilty 
to murdering Micah on 
September 12 last year. 

He told the court that when 
carrying out a post-mortem on 
Micah on September 13 last year 
at Bedford Hospital, he found the 
teenager had suffered a series of 
superficial punctures, two slash 
wounds, as well as more serious 
stab wounds. 

The doctor told the court the 
fatal wound was one delivered to 
Micah’s chest. It had passed 
through muscle and between the 
fourth and fifth rib and damaged 
his breast bone. 

The blade from the knife used, 
said Dr Biedrzcki, had then dam-

aged the front wall of Micah’s 
heart causing blood to pour into 
his chest cavity and the pericar¬ 
dium, the fluid-filled sac that 
surrounds the heart. 

The jury were told that as the 
sac filled with blood, pressure 
would have been exerted on 
Micah’s heart. 

Micah died in the early hours of 
September 13 last year after 
being fatally stabbed. 

Dr Biedrzcki said the degree of 
force used to inflict the fatal 
wound would have been “high 
moderate to severe”. 

Earlier the jury had been told 
that Micah, who grew up in 
Hitchin and Stevenage, was a 


“troubled” teenager who had 
been in care and under the 
supervision of Herts County 
Council. 

Last April it had been decided by 
those responsible for his care to 
move him into a tiny single occu¬ 
pancy flat in Hastings Street, 
Luton, to help him learn to 
“integrate” better. But the court 
was told he was “barely able to 
cope with living in his own”. 

The flat fell into disarray and 
became a haunt for anti-social 
visitors including, it’s claimed, 
the two defendants. 

The jury were told the relation¬ 
ship between Micah and the 
accused deteriorated in the 
weeks leading up to his death. 

Windows at his flat were bro¬ 
ken, so too was a gate outside. 
Items from inside the flat were 
taken, said the prosecutor. 

Mr Younis was said to have 
threatened Micah with a knife and 
there had been a complaint made 
to the police that the deceased had 
put bricks through the windows at 
Mr Younis’s parents home. 

Mr Coughlin, prosecuting, said 
it was against this background 
that the accused decided to “take 
matters into their own hands” 
and, shortly before midnight on 
September 12 last year, make 
their way to Hastings Street 
where the attack took place. 

The case continues.

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MP wants clarity 
on prostitution law

LAWMAKERS should send ‘clear signals’ 
about the nature of prostitution and target 
men who buy sex, an MP has said. 

Gavin Shuker, MP for Luton South, said 
women who sold sex were targeted while men 
who ‘create the demand’ walked away. 

His comments came following the publica¬ 
tion of a report by a cross-party group of MPs 
and peers which called for a reform in the UK’s 
prostitution laws. 

Mr Shuker, who chaired the group, said 
current legislation was not working and need¬ 
ed changing. 

The study gathered more than 400 written 
and oral submissions of evidence and found 
that, among other things, loopholes allowed 
men to escape prosecution for abusing girls as 
young as 13, and women were being trafficked 
into the country to be repeatedly raped. 

Recommendations that came out of the 
report include the creation of a single law 
which would be ‘underpinned by clear princi¬ 
ples that prosecute those who purchase sex, 
not those that sell it’. 

Mr Shuker said: “This report concludes that 
because our lawmakers send no clear signals 
about the nature of prostitution, the most 
visible - women who sell sex - are targeted, 


while men who create the demand often walk 
away, without taking responsibility for the 
damage they do. 

“Alarming submissions highlighted the 
number of women who were survivors of child 
sexual exploitation; care leavers; or who 
entered the trade at an age where they could 
not consent.” 

Last year, Luton council and Bedfordshire 
Police announced a five-year plan to tackle 
the on-street sex trade in High Town with a 
view to eradicate it by 2018. 

At the time, both organisations said their 
strategy would focus on tackling demand, 
developing routes out for the women involved, 
prevention, and ensuring justice and commu¬ 
nity engagement. 

Mr Shuker said a focus in the law on men 
who buy sex would help the authorities tackle 
the ‘root cause’ of the problem in places such 
as High Town. 

He said: “For most women in on-street work, 
drug and alcohol abuse are a fact of life. 

“All this is a world away from the myth of the 
‘happy hooker’ promoted on television and in 
film. 

“A focus on those who create the demand for 
prostitution tackles the root cause - men who 
believe it is acceptable to purchase sex, at the 
cost of the individuals they buy it from, and 
the communities affected.” 


Kids in character for book day 

PUPILS at a primary school celebrated 
World Book Day this week by dressing 
up as their fictional favourites from 
children’s stories. 

On Thursday Sundon Park Junior 
pupils held a reading session in the 
school hall while dressed as characters 
such as ‘Thing 1’ from the Cat in the 
Hat and an Oompa Loompa from 
Charlie and the Chocolate Factory. 

Over the next two weeks, the children 
will be doing a range of activities, as 
well as participating in a book 
exchange and using War Horse author 
Michael Morpurgo’s method of‘think 
it, tell it and write it’. 

Gillian Walters, deputy headteacher 
at the school, said: “World Book Day is 
an excellent way of getting children 
excited about books. 

“Reading helps to stimulate 
children’s language development and 
enhances their vocabularies as well as 
increases their attention spans.”

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Barton bites back 
over gypsy sites

CENTRAL Bedfordshire 
Council is being accused of 
hypocrisy by proposing to 
build a gypsy site on green 
belt land - while fighting the 
government for allowing 
a different site also on 
protected soil. 

On Wednesday night Barton 
le Clay residents met up in a 
show of strength to discuss 
the best ways to fight the 
council’s plan to create a 
15-pitch gypsy and traveller 
site at Faldo Road. 

More than 100 people 
turned up to the meeting 
where members of the Barton 
Residents Action Group 
(BRAG) advised on the core 
reasons they believe the site 
should be deemed ‘unsound’ 
when it goes before an 
inspector later this year. 

Currently the authority is 
holding a public consultation 
on the plan which runs until 
March 31. 

Last year the secretary of 
state granted temporary per¬ 
mission for a gypsy site at 
Heath and Reach, which was 
originally rejected by Central 
Beds Council because it lay 
within the green belt. The 


council is now taking the 
government to the High 
Court over the decision. 

Furthermore, in January 
this year minister Brandon 
Lewis stated that gypsy and 
traveller sites were an ‘inap¬ 
propriate’ development with¬ 
in the green belt. 

Councillor for Barton le 
Clay, Ian Shingler said: 
“Brandon Lewis made it crys¬ 
tal clear that travellers sites 
were an inappropriate devel¬ 
opment in the green belt. We 


are winning the argument, 
but just not with the council.” 

A spokeswoman for Central 
Beds Council said: “The 
guidance from Brandon 
Lewis seemed to refer to 
unauthorised encampments 
and not new sites allocated 
through a plan - which is 
what we are preparing. We 
are however expecting new 
guidance to be issued shortly. 
We are preparing a plan 
based on the NPPF and plan¬ 
ning policy for traveller sites.”

Carer took £35k of 
elderly lady’s cash

A WOMAN who looked after a 
vulnerable 67-year-old disa¬ 
bled lady in Dunstable and 
took more than £35,000 of 
her life savings has been 
jailed for 18 months. 

Debra Thompson, 21, of 
Thortondale, managed to get 
her hands on the bank cards 
of her victim, Denise Newson. 

On Tuesday, she was told in 
Luton Crown Court that what 
she’d done was a flagrant 
breach of trust. 


Thompson admitted three 
counts of fraud. 

Between October 2012 and 
June of last year Thompson 
embarked on what was 
described as a ‘spending 
spree’ with Mrs Newson’s 
credit and debit cards. 

Sadly Mrs Newson, who 
suffered from multiple 
system atrophy which had 
left her housebound, immo¬ 
bile and in need of constant 
care, never lived to see justice 
catch up with Thompson. 

The 67-year-old died over 
Christmas, after telling her 


family: “I’ve had enough now, 
I feel beaten.” 

Andrew Lewis, prosecuting, 
said that in order to help the 
carer with shopping chores, 
Mrs Newson had made her 
bank cards available to 
Thompson. 

Dominic Woollard, defend¬ 
ing Thompson, said: “She is 
never going to forgive herself 
for the actions she took. 

“She will take this with her 
for the rest of her life.” 

He added: “She accepts she 
can never make right what 
she has done.”

Police visibility in Bedfordshire 

SIR -1 don’t know where Leighton Linslade 
Mayor and Conservative Councillor 
Dodwell has been for the 14 months since 
I was first elected (LoS Letters March 2, 
2014), but addressing the visibility of 
Bedfordshire Police across the county has 
been a constant theme for me during this 
period, and something that I have 
repeatedly spoken about. 

Hence the statement on the first page of 
my Police and Crime Plan, published soon 
after I took office, which reads that: “The 
clear message that came across during the 
election campaign was that people want a 
visible and publicly accountable police force 
in Bedfordshire” (the full document is 
available at www.bedspcc.org). 

Hence practically the first significant 
decision I took was to reverse the planned 
33 per cent cut in our Police Community 
Support Officers, a decision taken by the 
previous Police Authority for budgetary 
reasons. 

Hence too my plan to more than double 
the size of our Special Constabulary, 
volunteer police officers who nonetheless 
have the same powers, uniform and 
equipment as their full-time counter-parts. 

Hence the recent recruitment of 80 new 
police officers after almost four years of a 
freeze on recruitment, allowing the force 
to re-balance and bolster the front line. 

Hence our plans to revolutionise the 
Information Technology used by our 
officers, enabling then to spend a far 


greater proportion of their time out in 
communities rather than sat in front of a 
computer terminal at the police station. 

I am confident that these plans will make 
Bedfordshire Police more visible across both 
our urban and rural communities, even at 
a time when significant government 
funding cuts mean that overall police 
officer numbers in the county will continue 
to fall.

Caravan raider is 
jailed for 6 years

A MAN who was in a gang 
that carried out a terrifying 
robbery in the yard of a 
company in the town has 
been jailed for six years. 

Wayne Moran, 46, of 
Hillborough Road, hid his 
face with a white bandana 
when he and three others 
crept into the yard of Des 
Spence Drains in 
Wimbourne Road last 
September. 

It was just after 6.15am and 


the gang had their eye on a 
caravan parked in the yard. 
It was home to a worker for 
the company, Jack Gittings, 
who was asleep inside. 

He was woken by the sound 
of tapping on the caravan 
and looked out of a window 
to see the gang in the yard. 

He told Luton Crown Court 
of his terror as the gang tried 
to force their way inside as 
he desperately tried to keep 
the door shut. 

In his panic, Mr Gitting 
said he climbed out of a win¬ 
dow to try to escape but was 


quickly caught, beaten up 
and robbed. The gang fled 
with his laptop, mobile 
phone and £25 cash. 

But in their haste to escape 
they left a vital clue behind 
- a sock. 

Forensic examinations 
revealed Moran’s DNA and 
he was arrested. 

Moran was found guilty of 
the robbery by a jury who 
were then told how, over the 
years, he had chalked up 24 
previous convictions for a 
total of 64 offences includ¬ 
ing theft and firearms.

Fuel station worker 
stole £3k from tills

A FUEL station worker stole 
more than £3,000 from his 
boss because he was in debt 
to a family friend, a court 
heard. 

Nasir Riasat, of Northdrift 
Way, Luton, stole the cash 
from the petrol station where 
he worked in Kempston, near 
Bedford, using a fuel card 
mistakenly left behind by a 
customer. 

Bedford Magistrates’ Court 
heard on Tuesday that the 
22-year-old began working 
there for a man named Mr 
Khan last summer and began 
taking money from the tills 
after borrowing £5,500 from a 
‘family friend’ who was pres¬ 
suring him to repay. 

The court heard that when 
there were no customers in 
the store, Riasat would run 
the card through the till and 
use the pin number supplied 
on it to put through a transac¬ 
tion. He would then refund it 
but take the cash for himself. 

Between August 14 and 
September 21 he stole around

£3,000 from his employer. 

Prosecuting, Toby 

Earnscliffe, said: “The owner 
of the petrol station, Mr Khan, 
was contacted by the owner 
of the card which led him to 
check the CCTV and he saw 
that when there were no cus¬ 
tomers present, the defend¬ 
ant was swiping the card, 
typing in the pin number, 
carrying out the transaction 


and then refunding himself. 

“Mr Khan accepted he had 
committed the offence but 
essentially Mr Riasat didn’t 
keep up payments as quickly 
as Mr Khan would have liked 
and after a period of time the 
police became involved.” 

Defending, Andy Smith 
said: “The requests for repay¬ 
ment from the ‘friend’ 
became more and more 
urgent, threats were issued. 
We’re not saying this was 
committed under duress, but 
he felt personally under 
threat and made the wrong 
decisions as to how to repay 
the money.” 

Mr Smith told the court that 
since the offences took place, 
Riasat had voluntarily paid 
back the full £3,000 to Mr 
Khan. 

Riasat, who is now training 
to be a barber, pleaded guilty 
to two charges of fraud by 
false representation and was 
given a 12 month community 
order with supervision and 
must complete 180 hours of 
unpaid work. He must also 
pay court costs of £85 and a 
victim surcharge of £60.

Four-year-old Ava Mear, from Caddington, 
survived four heart attacks after falling ill. CARL 
MUNGAZI finds out more about her incredible 
story and how the village has rallied round her 


‘“WE’VE got her back!’ - the 
words that changed our lives 
forever.” 

This is the opening line on 
the Just Giving page that has 
been set up to raise money 
for a machine which saved 
the life of a four-year-old girl 
from Caddington. 

On January 12 Ava Mear 
fell ill and was taken to 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital 
after experiencing breathing 
difficulties. 

Once there, doctors quickly 
saw that her condition was 
something they could not 
treat so Ava was sent to Great 
Ormond Street Hospital 



(GOSH) in London. She was 
diagnosed as suffering from 
a streptococcal infection 
which spread through toxic 
shock. 

Ava’s father Clive, 44, 
explained: “The ambulance 
took us to Great Ormond 
Street Hospital and we had 
been there for about two 
hours when she went into 
cardiac arrest. 

“They got her back and she 
had a heart attack three 
times in about 45 minutes. 

“On the third time they 
told us that was it and that 
we should say goodbye - and 
we did. We went to the 
parents’ lounge room and 
then the surgeon came in 
and said ‘we’ve got her back’. 

The medical staff had 
hooked Ava up to a heart and 
lung machine called an 
‘ECMO’ machine. 


Despite suffering a fourth 
heart attack during the 
procedure, she survived. 

The machine, which costs 
£80,000, helped Ava recover 
while looking after her blood 
flow. 

There are only 20 of them 
in the UK and soon after the 
operation, the Mear family 
started a fundraising drive 
to buy a new one for GOSH. 

They have been supported 
by their community in 
Caddington village. 

Residents have organised 
various fundraising events, 
including one on Tuesday 
where people dressed up as 
superheroes. They collected 
£1,010 to take their tally to 
more than £6,000. 

Mr Mear said: “It’s taken 
off whilst Amy is still 
battling through it all and 
it’s just amazing.”

MARK THOMAS, comedian and 
political activist, has pledged to 
commit 100 Acts of Minor Dissent in 
one year; partly for fun, partly 
because he's an awkward cuss and 
partly because it's the premise on 
which his current touring show is 
based. 

If he fails his penalty will be to pay 
£1,000 to UKIP - or as he calls it, ‘the 
political equivalent of chlamydia’. 

In advance of his visit to Bedford 
later this month, IUDY RILEY talked to 
Mark about the progress of his 
mission, dancing naked on CCTV and 
local opportunities available to him 
for making mischief. 

Q. Have you always been a rebel? 

A. “Dunno. No, I’m sure I haven’t. But 
I’m sure it has its merits. Anyway, I 
don’t regard myself as a rebel, I regard 
myself as right.” 

Q. When did you first realise you 
could make people laugh? 

A. “I don’t know - quite early on. As a 
kid I can remember telling my dad a 
joke I nicked from Steptoe and Son 
and he laughed a lot. 

“I’d take an idea and step over the 
boundaries. 

“People would tell me not to do it and 
I thought that was a good way to 
operate.” 


Q. When did you associate making 
people laugh with stepping over those 
boundaries? 

A. “I wanted to be like Lenny Bruce 
but I realised very quickly that I didn’t 
have the skills. 

“I wrote a set that worked that I did 
for about a year and then the second 
set I wrote was all about sex and 
sexuality. 

“Then I realised that everyone was 
doing it and I liked the idea of doing 
things differently. 

“Now I have my little adventures... I 
used to work with my dad; he was 
self-taught and a self-employed 
builder. 

“It was an interesting period to go 
through as a stand-up. I started to get 
work but it wasn’t enough to go full¬ 
time so I worked with my dad through 
the middle of the week when gigs were 
scarce.” 

Q. How much vulnerability are you 
prepared to reveal on stage? (Mark 
Thomas took a break from political 
activism recently when he produced 
Bravo Figaro, a poignant and reveal¬ 
ing show based on his relationship 
with his dying father). 

A. “Bravo Figaro was great. It was an 
emotionally satisfying project. 

“I put more of myself into that show 
than any other but the interesting 
thing is, I loved it. 

“The next, new show that I’m 
working on is a return to that area.” 

Q. Did you draw up a plan or 
schedule when you were working on 
100 Acts of Minor Dissent and have 


you added to it as you’ve gone along? 

A. “No, I didn’t draw up a plan but I 
certainly should have done. The show 
changes all the time because new 
things come up. Now I’m just wonder¬ 
ing how I’m going to get through all 
100 . 

“By the end of February I should be 
into the 70s... It means I have to do 
something everyday but you get 
knackered so sometimes I take the 
weekend off.” 

Q. What’s the silliest act that you’ve 
done? 

A. “I quite often do something that’s 
silly. It’s probably dancing naked, in 
front of CCTV cameras, in a public 
toilet in Liberty’s, the posh shop in 
London.” 

Q. And what would you say was the 
most significant act of dissent? 

A. “There are two. I helped secure 
better conditions and union recogni¬ 
tion for Curzon cinema workers. 

“And taking the police to court to get 
them to delete data they hold about 
me. 

“I’ve succeeded in getting them to 
delete my fingerprints and DNA. I 
hope it will change policy.” 

Q. Was this project a good idea? 

“ Yes. People enjoy it and it’s going 
well, thank you.” 

Q. Do you have any plans for acts of 
dissent in Bedfordshire? 

A. “There’s always things you can do. 
What is there to dissent about in 
Bedfordshire?” 

I suggested a couple of possibilities. 
Do you have any thoughts.. ?

LUTON extended their unbeaten Skrill 
Premier run to 26 matches and their lead at 
the top of the table to 15 points after a goalless 
draw at play-off chasing Salisbury yesterday. 

Town will not face many more meatier tests 
than this with the season’s end in sight as the 
home side took the fight to the league leaders.

LUTON RFC celebrated Irish Day in style at Newlands

“This is how Luton want to play rugby,” said Backs 
Coach Nick Rhodes. “We were irresistible today, our 
lines, our support, it was precision.”
